The privilege quostioD has BSsained a new 
feature, and wc cannot congratulate the 
House of Assembly on its position, nor have 
the party who havo so incessantly opposed 
the worlsing of the Crown liinds Comniilleo, 
\f0D an boQorablo victory. From the very 
nousnal ooarse adopted .by the House ol 
Assembly yesterday in ordering' strangers to 
withdraw, whilit a question of grave public 
interest was to bo discussed, nnd from the 
dangerously unoonslilulional course ol shut- 
ting out the roporters of the public press, wo 
are unable to form any positive idea cf what 
reasons could hare been addiiecd for causing 
be Hoase'to'n'okno'wledge itself in the wrong 
on the main question ; wo have only the op- 
portunity of forming our opinions from 
inferences which wo iniiy draw from surround- 
ing circumstonces. We do not presume to 
say that the House have nut the power to 
order tho^ yt'ithdtmaX. of strangers upon all 
oooasibns'if 'tbby tbln^ proper, and the House 
of Commons has oxercidcd thai power oc- 
casionally, when questions of breach of privi- 
lege were to bu discussed. Hut we nre not 
awutc that tlio reporters have ever been ex- 
cluded upon these occasions, it having always, 
to all appearance, been the custom of parlia- 
neni to give all publicity to their d«libera> 
lions and proceedings, and wu fail to sec any 
reason for the House of Assembly liiiving 
negleoted to follow so good nn e.\amplu upon 
this occasion. Was it the foaling that the 
House was about to stuitify itself by pro- 
claiming thai it haj not the power to do that 
which, on the previous day, a miijorily of the 
House had done, tknt caused a sudJon desire 
for slur chamber legislation to overshadow 
the whole assembly '. or was it the delicate 
feeling ot onu of the h on. members for Yio- 
loria who, according to his own statemcnl, in 
certain quarters, did not vote on the question 
yesterday that had to bo considered ? was 
the taking of the vole in secret one of the cou- 
ditioDs of his voting iu favor of obstruction? 
was the hen. the Speaker going to read the 
Bouse a lecture upon the collective and in- 
dividual ooodttot of ita members in pressing 
an investigation, known to be distasteful to 
many, whose words, deeds and actions ought 
to be above suspicion, and consequently un- 
questionable ? and was the lecture to be in 
terms too strong for the publio ear, or was 
iba hon. member for Naofiimo,. .who moved 
the clearing of the House, afraid of his con- 
ilituents learning how he voted 7 

Bnt wo are speaking in ignoronce, and 
probably the old proverb is applicable ; for 
iho true reason can liardly be satisfactory 
Yet being left to the open field of conjecture 
we may fall very wide of the maik, and we 
are juKt as likely to be wrong in any of our 
conjectures as wo are bound to presume we 
should be in euggesting that the exclusion of 
the public from tho House yeslorday was part 
of a scheme of tho obstructives, of tho let 
things-be aa-they-are party — the last move, in 
fact, to prevent the prodactiou of papers, 
plans, £o., from the Land OfBce. We are 
surprised that not a single member should 
havo lifted up his voice agawist Jlr. Buyley's 
motion, for the purpose at all events of letting 
tho publio know on what grounds they were 
excluded. It is qnite possible that good 
reaaooa may have existed. The Colonial Sec- 
retary, for instance,'' inigbt have been ermed 
with authority to coerce the House into proper 
behaviour by the threat of dissolution, and 
respect for his constituents might lead him to 
Wish to do this quietly ; however, as he was 
DOt present in. the House we, can hardly sup- 
pose tbat this was the case. Bnt had the 
question been ventilated at all, come tonsti- 
tutional ground might have been shown which 
would have been pati.sfaciory to nil. As it is 
we feel that what has once occurred, without 
any show or shadow of reason, may bo re- 
peated, and our independent representative 
lystem is at an end ; . if onco tho color of sc 
crcoy is giren to parliamentary proceedings, 
our faith in them is gone, and' the govern- 
ment of this I3ritisli colony has ceased to be 
constitutional. 

The House bag apparently come to the 
conclusion that it has not the power to order 
Mr. Penrse to produce wh;it was required of 
him, but the public have a right to know upon 
what reasoning that conclusion was arrived 
at; what re.spcct can bo o.vpected by any 
publio body, who, doing an overt act and 
openly passing a resolution, can so far com- 
mit itsclf'as to annul that act in seciet 1 

Tho explanation of the Acting Laud Sur- 
veyor, elicited as it was by hard questioning, 
having made public much more than it was 
ever intended should be known, has been ac- 
cepted as satisfactory ; it is, perhaps, satis- 
factory ' to ' know tbat the reason that Mr. 
PearsB did not return to the Committee was 
that he had been HUinmoaed to attend a meet- 
ing of Council ; it ia salisfiictory to tho public 
to know that should His Kxcellency consent 
to allow tho production of the records of the 
Land OUice, it will be in the power of tho 
Colonial Secretary to summon a meeting of 
tbe Council at another equally convenient 
time, just so often, in fact, as the Crown 
Lands Committee shall sit. It ii« passing 
etrangQ that tlicro .should be such strenuous 
opposition to the clVective working of this 
Committeo. Is it possible that any dis 
closures made before it could ' affect any 
geutlcmau of official position in the Colony 1 
Again we can o^ly baz,ard a conjeotnra that 
it is just;p6i8i.ble that IbjBJ jyjg.'i^i^S S?-

Alihoush the men ivlio have eo.^le 
down arc inclined (o coiisidor tlio climate us 
being lis mild, or eren milder than in \'ic- 
toria, a fact eonliriiied by the experienee of 
tho last two yearn. 

From Mr. IVaddington's aceoniit tlie difli- 
culties of getting through the Canon and tho 
bluir beyond it have been most considerable, 
and very c.\[)ensive. An open gallery h b 
been blasted through the latter for a distance 
of 2G0 yards, from 30 to 40 feet above the 
river, which is itself 25 feet deep, and runs 
with tremendous rapidity. The first scnflold- 
ings for this part of tho work presciiteil ibo 
most arduous dillicultics, nor was it willingly 
that the workmen engaged in iho tusk. 

The bluff is immediately beyond the ceU- 
bratad Cafton of which the public have heard 
so much, and which constituted tbo inain 
diiriculty to ba surmottoted. 

Mr. Waddington informs us tbnt he lias 
token a general survey and sketch of tho 
whole route to within about 30 milo.s of the 
mouth of Quesnello, Mr. McDonald, ol 
Beuchee Lake, having inspected , the re- 
mainder, nod that bo found the upper pati of 
the route even better than he azpeoled. 

Tho river above the Pork is navigable for 
barges for 38 miles, with an inlervaf of 13J 
miles to 'I'utia Lake, a noblo sheut of water, 
ill the direct liiiii of the trail, and navigable 
for steamers of any sizn. 

In ro.spect to the country above the gap or 
opening of the valley into 'he open jilain 
abovo the ciucado range, our informant speaks 
in tii^h terms. Far from beini; an arid, sandy 
or gravelly jilaiii, as ho had been led to sup- 
pose, i( is coiiiposbd of rich pastures, inter- 
mi.xed Willi fine arrablo ground und low 
ridge.'!, lii^'hlly wooded with cypress, adajilod 
to all a(;ricnltural purposes, in as far as the 
clini.ito and its olovation abovo tho sea may 
allow. 

The e.\leiit of tho hnaeli Rrass and its rioli 
(jrowlli are astonishing, and HuHieient for any 
aiiiouiit of stock, presenting in this respeet 
a groat dilVertnee to the IJentinek Ann trail, 
on wliieh the bunch grass ceases a very few 
miles fi om Benehco Lake, 

Another most important difference is the 
tolai absence of swamps on tho 13uto I'rail, 
wfiorcas a groat number of animals on the 
IJentinck Ann and other routes to Cariboo 
bavo perished this year, owing to a diifeaso 
called tho " foot evil," attribnlod to the 
numerous swamps and aold clayey soil 
through which they have to pass. 

'I'ha lots of the uroposcd town site at the 
head of Dula lulet have been laid out nnd 
slaked, and several of them' ore already oc- 
cupied by enterprising sttttlors. The number 
of log houses erected on Ihe trail aod town 
site amounts tu IT, besides two :in cdarae uf 
construction, showing that those who ate re- 
siding on the spot have every confidence in 
the undertaking, whatever may have been 
alleged to the contrary elsewhere.
